he gives it a force for to doe it ; the ſtone, 1ts 
natures to fall downewards , and God gives8 
2 weightinefle that it may fall downewards 
with force : the Romacke its nature is to take 
food when it is empty, and God gives \t 
hunger that it may take it with force : every 
creature hath not onely its motion to moye It 
to its owne good , but it goes to it with og 
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ſo God hath given afteQzons to the heart, as | 
wee to the ſtone , and hunger'to the ſto- 
macke ; fo God I fay hath given affeions to 
the heart , that it may ſecke out its good with
